Washington, 8ept. 1. — Provision- 
al President Carranza has ordered 
the port of Vera Cruz closed, accord- 
ing to official advices to the Ameri- 
can Government. Gen. Funston 
transmitted a long report on the 
complications which might result, 
but State Department officials were 
not inclined to regard It as an un- 
friendly actum. 

During the Huerta regime Vera 
Cruz was similarly closed, but for- 
eign vessels paid little attention to 
the order. Carranza's decree would 
prevent Mexican ships from putting 
in at Vera Cruz, and if enforced in 
an unfriendly way, might exact 
heavy penalties from foreign vessels 
entering any other Mexican port af- 
ter they touched at Vera Cruz. Oen. 
Funston calld attention to the possi- 
bility that foreign ship owners, de- 
siring not to Incur the displeasure 
of the Carranza administration, 
might hesitate to send cargoes to 
Vera Cruz, diminishing the food sup- 
ply of the city. 

In some quarters there was a dis- 
position to regard Carranza's atti- 
tude as one of resent nietfl aga'nst 
the continued occupancy of Vera 
Cruz by American troops, but S:ate 
Department officials did not share 
this view. An interruption in rail- 
way tratllc between Vera trftl and 
Mexico City recently occurred, but 
as soon as Gen. Funston announced 
that he would keep all rolling stock 
in Vera Cruz until traffic was re- 
sumed the Mexican authorities ex- 
plained that they were using the 
trnins to transport troops and imme- 
diately adjusted the schedules. 

Paul Fuller, personal representa- 
tive of President Wilson, is due In 

xico City today to discuss with 
the Government there questions re- 
lating to the American occupancy of 
Vera Cruz, as well as differences be- 
tween Carranza and Villa. Although 
administration officials have not 
announced their position in any for- 
mal way, it is generally understood 
thai recognition will be withheld 
until a complete agreement between 
lh9 two chieftains has been reach- 
ed, and arrangements made for a 
constitutional election.

The task of the cavalry during 
inohiliatica aud concentration Is to 
screen of tbe adver.4«fjr, trying to 
form a r;reen for the rest of the 
army: to scout and penetrate the 
ilMlfW | II trength. his exact posi- 
tion and b i intention. In those re- 
connoiterinir. expedlions the cavalry, 
in large bodies, is supported by ar- 
tillery and small bodies of Infantry, 
who are transported on wagons or 
motor car*, so as to be able to fol- 
low the borsement. The main value 
of cavalry lies 'in the scouting ser- 
vice ot cavalry patrols, who adven- 
ture often as far as forty miles in 
front of their army, finding their 
way through the enemy's lines to 
glean knowledge of his forces. 

During tbefcattle it oftens happens 
that no cavalry combat takes place, 
and its ta=k might appear ended, but 
such is not the case, for the cavalry 
BUI stand ready at all moments to 
sacrifice itself utterly on any part of 
the field where it is needed; in some 
sudden charge of death to stem the

to draw upon itself the adversary's 
Infantry fire. At that moment our 
artillery quickly changes its objec- 
tive and pours Its shrapnel on to the 
enemy's infantry positions. Our In- 
fantry In struggling broken lines, 
part of which may answer the en- 
■my's infantry fire, rushes as far 
foriaard as possible toward the limit 
of 600 or 700 yards, gaining even 
more ground If possible, where the 
real infantry firing, hot and heavy, 
begins 

The manner of advance Is not in 
solid ranrfs or mass, but the infantry, 
in small ragged lines, has Jumped 
forward regularly, falling Instantly 
to the ground for cover, waiting 
for a new opportunity from behind 
clods or rocks or trees, or. If the 
space is flat and exposed, burrow- 
ing Into the soil superficially with 
the smal' entrenching spade which 
the aold'.-r carries in his belt. During 
the progress of our infantry the re- 
serves had been slowly borught up 
fom the rear to re-enforce the firing 
line and give It fresh Impetus where 
It had been thinned by the enemy's 
infantry anil artillery Are. 

When the Infantry has at last won 
to the point where a bayonet charge 
can be attempted at about 200 yards 
from the enemy, our batteries in- 
crease their fire. Our infantry, for 
the moment on the ground In firing 
form, receives a succession of or- 
ders, that run down the line from 
mouth to mouth, repeated by every 
man to the next one. The first is 
bayonets to be put on the rifles, 
then several rounds of rapid fire, 
then the command: "Up! Forward, 
to the bayonets:" This every man re- 
peats, shouting as the whole mass in 
line lifts itself up from the earth 
and leaps forward. 

The artillery for an instant covers 
the opposing Infantry with shrapnel 
which suddenly ceases as our in- 
fantry comes within a hundred yards 
from the enemy. Our men bound ov- 
er the intervening gap and their 
quivering zig-zag line of cold steel 
grips into the enemy's vita'.s.

In principle 
it is a counterpart of an inverted turn 
bier submerged and filled with com- 
pressed air. the air pressure exact- 
ly balancing that of the enveloped 
water. Diving bells made of steel 
mid big enough to hold several work- 
men — really submarine caissons — 
make it possible to do quickly tasks 
that would be dragged along for 
weeks where divers alone are em- 
ployed. 

The difference of procedure is 
easily explained. The diving bell is 
a structure of heavy steel and has 
ballast tanks into which water can 
be let in order to make it certain 
that the bell will sink when com- 
pletely filled with air under suitable 
pressure.

"For the next twenty years or 
bo." he says, "we will all of us have 
plenty of room for our sun power 
plants reasonably near the equator. 
1 am told that all of the coal mined 
and oil produced thruout the entire 
world during the year 1909 would 
be represented by 270,000.000 horse 
power operating for twenty-four 
hours per day thruout the year." 

For sun power to produce at) 
amount of energy equivalent to the 
above, he says, present experiments 
prove that the planting of "heat ab- 
sorbers" over an area of 20,4 49 
square miles of surface near the 
equator would be sufficient, and 
this comparatively small amount of 
land, about half the size of the state 
of Kentucky, could supply the earth 
with cheap power. 

At Cairo five of the absorbers 
have been built. Each Is 204 feet 
long and 1.1 feet 4 inches wide at 
the top, the widest part of the ab- 
sorber. Five large mirrora compose 
the aides of the absorber and con- 
centrate the rays of the sun on a 
long, alender boiler in which there 
Is water. The devices resemble 
large troughs, being parabolic In 
shape, and their axes point north 
and south, as does that of the earth 
and they swing on their axes as the 
aun rises and falls, so as Ho be con- 
tinually facing it as fully ns possi- 
ble. The mirrors are set In light 
steel framework, and are made to 
swing automatically to follow the 
course of the sun by an instrument 
known as ■ thermostat, which Is lo- 
cate,! under the narrow boiler, and 
which MM troll a small friction 
clutch. When the mirrors are in 
the right position the thermostat is 
Just in the shade When the sun 
alters Its position the rays strike 
the ihermsotal and cause it to re- 
leuse the friction clutch and shift 
the position of the mirrorB enough 
to catch the rays directly. 

The plant generates steam at low 
pressure, which, according to Mr. 
Khunian, gives greater return In 
power than high pressure steam. It 
would be possible, he Bays, to gen- 
orate steam up to 500 pounds pres- 
sure to the square Inch, which would 
also cause considerable waste.

London, Aug. 28.— The 
respondent of the Dally Mall In a 
dispatch to bis paper describes the 
arrival of British wounded there and 
givea their atorlea of the fight. He 
says the appearance of the wounded 



the soldiers said regarding 
thla: 

"They had a bunch of their big 
guns trained on the gas works at 
Mons. but they shot badly. If they 
had shot straight I would not be 
here for we were posted right under 
the big tank. Shell after shell whiz- 
zed overhead. Every time they miss- 
ed we cheered, but each time we 
waited for the next shot pretty anxi- 
ously." 

A fusllller told the Mall's corres- 
pondent of street fighting in a col- 
liery town. He aald: 

"It was mostly desultory fighting, 
but there was stirring bayonet 
charge by the British. The Germans 
don't like that sort of thing. They 
quit the neighborhood as soon as it 
starts. 

"One time we ran up within see- 
ing distance of a huge mass of the 
enemy in close formation. Our ma- 
chine guns did them up properly. 
When we come close to them like 
that they don t ask for two help- 
ings." 

One of the Hussars spoke enthusi- 
astically of the work of the British 
artillery. 

"There was one battery or rather 
half a battery in rather an exposed 
position," he said, "which was doing 
a lot of damage to the Germans, so 
they trained several of their batter- 
ies on It In an endeavor to silence It. 
It waa a fight between one David and 
Gollatha. One by one the guns were 
silenced until only a single gunner 
remained. He went on doing the best 
he could, working steadily and calm- 
ly and would have gone on until he

Believe Rooseveit Might 
Have Prevented It. 



Lexington Girls Tell of Harrow- 
ing Experiences On 



Lexington, Ky., Aug. 28. — Ger- 
niBn people are looking to the Hatted 
States to end I lie Kuropean war. and 
It la the opinion of Teutons that the 
conflict would have been averted had 
Theodore Rout-veil hem Pi Mid Mi I 
of this country at the time the trou- 
ble was brewing, declared I.eo !.<>t'l\ 
Lexingtonlnn, who arrived here to- 
night from Berlin. 

"I was in a German club in Frank- 
fort the night the news of the Kais- 
er's declaration of war on Russia 
was received." said Mr. Leoh, "and 
It was the opinion of practically all 
prominent members of the club, who 
are representative of the best ele- 
ment of the city's population, that 
a strong hand on this side of the wa- 
ter could have averted the conflict. 
Theodore Roosevelt is the man who 
could have done this, think Ger-

the continet. 

Other l-exingtonians who arrived 
In this city to-day from the war zone 
are. Miss Clara Cochran, music 
teacher, and Miss Lila D. Smith, 
daughter of Postmaster Wilbur R. 
Smith. They recount harrowing ex- 
periences and hardships while on 
the continent and in London. 

Cochran, discussing their re- 
trip, said: 
"Our ship, the Maine, sailed on 
July 30 and reached Dover the next 
day, but was not allowed to land 
its passengers, war being declared 
while we were at sea. The passeng- 
ers knew nothing of the reasons for 
putting back until some time after- 
ward, and the ship entered Flushing 
Harbor, in Holland. This being a 
neutral country, the Maine was safe 
from capture, but the captain of the 
vessel kept the whole shipload prac- 
tically prisoners for twelve days, 
allowing only some of the members 
Of the crew to depart to Join the 
German army. 

We passengers were not allowed to 
land or have any communication 
_wi th shore and no supplies were fur- 
nished the ship from the town, not 
even fresh water. We were put on 
abort rations and the amount of wa- 
ter allowed each person was limited. 
By reason of the departure of stew- 
ards and other members of the 
crew we had to take care of our 
own staterooms, and the women 
passengers took turns in waiting on 

the tables. . 

Jk "In the second-class cabins the 
pasengers were left almost to shift 
for themselves, and were obliged to 
wash their own dishes and wait up- 
on themselves generally. We Am- 
ericans finally got a message to Am- 
bassador Page in London, who in- 
atructed the American Consul at 
Flushing to relieve us from our em- 
barrassing situation.

Since it Is evident that the Nor- 
wegian mother saves twice as many 
M her infants as the French mother 
flie latter has It In her power to 
help her country enormously in this 
dire distress. By emulating Nortve- 
gian mothers about 06.000 infants 
might be added annually to the pop- 
ulation of France who under Imper- 
fect management now fill untimely 
graves. 

That the survival of children is 
the chief reason for decreased gen- 
eral mortality is a recognized fact. 
A Frenchman. Pasteur, discovered 
the bacterium lactis as the cause of 
the souring of milk. A German. 
Soxhlet, who deserves as great a 
fame, discovered that these bacteria 
are the true cause of many fatal dis- 
eases among infants. Sterilization of 
milk, devised by Soxhlet. was long 
disregarded by prejudiced French 
physicians, and they have not yet 
fully grasped the vital import of 
breast feeding and pasteurization in 
the saving of infants and neutraliz- 
ing to a large extent the depopula- 
tion that threatens their country.

The relation of Pasteur and Soxh- 
let to the rescue of infant life is an- 
alogous to that of Franklin and 
Morse to telegraphy. This fact illus- 
trates the interdependence of all 
peoples, and consequtntly the fra- 
tricidal character of the present war. 
France will need a Nathan Straus to 
teach its mothers how to save their 
babies, as he taught the Germans 
by actual demonstration at Heidel- 
berg. — New York Sun.

Fertile 
eggs begin to incubate at once in 
hot weather, and the loss In spoil- 
ed eggs can be reduced at least 75 
per cent by promptly getting rid of 
the roosters as soon as hatching 
eggs are no rongor wanted."

It is far worse in the last three 
years. With the exception of 1911 
the birth rate of lit 13 was the low- 
est ever recorded in any country. 
The unfortunate result becomes pain- 
fully evident in a comparison of the 
ratio of living Infants, who in 1011 
numbered 188 in each 10.000 Inhab- 
itants, while l»0li the number was 
206. The vital statistics of all coun- 
tries show a diminishing birth rate, 
but tbe decrease is more pronounced 
la France because the excess of 
births over deaths is from seven to 
smaller than in other 
This ratio is 105 in Aus- 
tria. 127 in Germany and 168 in 
Holland, while in France (he excess 
was only 16 lu 1912 and 10 in 
1»13

OF AGRICULTURE 

Is That Part Which Relates to 
Foreign Competition in the 
American Market 



It in the neason now to hear Free- 
Trade oratora tell. In all solemnity, 
that farmers are never benefited by 
Protective Tariffs, because agrlcul- 
) tural products sell according to 
I "world prices fixed In Liverpool." 
I But how about American markets 
for farm products today with mil- 
lions of hushedls of corn and other 
Kraln. hundreds of tons of meat, and 
shiploads of coming here from 

' rival countries? Do they not de- 
press our prices? Would not that 
depression be prevented If we hail a 
Protective Tariff on those Items 
which would give our home markets 
to our home producers? 

Do ciitisuniers benefit by any re- 
duction in retail cost of living? Not 
a penny! Cost of living is higher 
than ever before, yet 3,000.000 of 
our workingmen are out of Jobs, out 
of wages, out of means to buy food, 
and are living on part rations. They 
are hungry, while the demand for 
our foodstuffs Is reduced, partly be- 
cause they cannot buy, and because 
they are hungry. 

It Is trite for Free-Traders to say 
that "farm papers should not dis- 
cuss politics." But agricultural 
markets are the biggest end of farm- 
ing. If we must not discuss mark- 
eting of farm products, which con- 
stitutes 55 per cent, of the farming, 
then what folly to discuss sowing 
and reaping, which constitutes only 
45 per cent. 

The Northwestern Agriculturalist 
is sometimes told to "keep out of 
politics," but when it keeps out of 
agricultural politics (not candidates 
but principles! then let Its subscrib- 
ers say it has lost its interest In 
their prosperity, and In the very 
prosperity of the nation, for pros- 
perity comes up from the ground 
and Its shadow reaches from the 
farm to the ends of the earth. 

We do not criticise men for dif- 
fering from our arguments, but we 
do object to being told it is not our 
proper function to discuss anything 
but seeding. There are many papers 
whose conception of their own hori- 
zons is limited to 45 per cent of the 
whole subject; that of The North- 
western Agriculturist includes not 
only the 45 per cent 1 which means 
crop productions), but also the oth- 
er 55 per cent, which, according to 
the Department of Agriculture, 
incisures the spread between the 
price the consumer pays and what 
the farmer gets. 

For every dollar the city man 
spends for food the producer of that 
food actually gets only 4 5 cents, 
while the cost of carrying and mark- 
eting the food is 55 cents. Free- 
Trade does not slice off one cent 
from that dollar, but it does enable 
the market to increase its own 55 
cents to 60 or «5 cents by buying 
corn in South America, and wheat 
and oats in Canada, and meat in 
Australia, and eggs in China, at an 
average of 10 per cent less than in 
the United States. What ia that? It 
means that the dollar is still spent 
by the consumer (if he eats full 
meals), but the market gets the 
65 cents instead of 55. Deduct that 
65 cents from that dollar and it 
leaves only 35 cents to the Amer- 
ican producer. 

Then shall the subect of "agricul- 
tural politics" bo taboo in a farm 
I paper? Shall we teach our readers 
only how to go on producing, or 
1 shall we "swat the lie" that produc- 
tion of crops is all there is to farm- 
ing?

Deny It we do, but 
time to time Incldenti 
•how that it still remains a 
Instinct. 

Any event of a tragic nature at- 
tracts attention of the public for 
days at a time. No doubt the repro- 
duction of the battles of Europe, 
or parts of them, would be eagerly 
ti wed. and the horror would appeal 
to many because of this very hidden 
Instinct. The moving picture man 
can not be blamed for his desire 
to satisfy the unrest of the public 
but wise men know that such pic- 
tures would not de. Healthy minds 
shudder at the thought of such 
frightful scenes of carnage. 

The war seems to have been ne- 
cessary, but the scenes of this war 
can be described later. It is not 
necessary to bring before innocent 
eyes the tragedies which are being 
every day enacted. 

The public may cry for the moon 
and never get it. The public can 
not have everything it wishes. 
Film makers should realize this. 
There must be a halt called some- 
where, and it Is a practical and 
prudent order the powers have is- 
sued. The stBge of European bat- 
tle is tio place for the moving pic- 
ture man.

;md give Us »ack our magnificent 
balance of trade— -that man is living 
in a fool's paradise. 

We haven't got the wheat, we 
haven't sot the general crops, to 
make up for the balance of foreign 
trade which was so hugely in our fa- 
vor for Id many years, hut which in 
the lr.st : tm months we have extin- 
guished. 

In the fiscal year of 1912 we had 
a balance of trade In our favor of 
nearly MBS.StS.SSt. In the pre- 
vious year we had more than half a 
billion dollars; in the year before 
that we had more than half a hill- 
ion. So far as the future is con- 
cerned It is all gone. We saved a 
large part of it in this last fiscal 
year because the imports did not 
begin to suhmerge our exports till 
inter tht turn of the calendar year; 
hut since early In the spring the im- 
ports DgYS been washing out the ex- 
ports entirely. 

For April, May and June of 191.1 
we had a balance of trade in our 
taw of IUS.SSl.77t. For April. 
.May and June of 1914 we had a bal- 
ance of trade against us of $14,488.- 
902.

on his investment, is less than $400. 
This does not mean that the houses 
may not be attractive They may. 
If Intelligently planned with the 
help of vines, shrubs and trees, be- 
come the prettiest spots In the land- 
scape,' and more beautiful and inex- 
pensive than crowded city houses. 

The most important room in the 
farm house is the kitchen. Certain 
features are often overlooked In 
providing economical arrangements 
for the household, when they might 
be easily provided for. One of the 
specialists of the Office of Farm 
Management learned from a woman 
In Pennsylvania, who had broken 
down from overwork, that she had 
been carrying coal from the barn for 
years. When the hush.md was ask- 
ed it' there was any reason why a 
coal bunker could not have been pro- 
vided near the cook stove and filled 
directly from the wagon, he answer 
ed tiiat there was none, but that no 
one had ever thought of it. This 
one detail has been found neglected

A kitchen sink may be a paying 
Investment, although it excludes a I s 
bay window or a fireplace, which has 
heen the pet notion of the house- 
wife. Screened-in kitchen porches, 
sleeping porches, and all kitchen 
conveniences are fine economical fea- 
tures, which even the smallest house 
plans may well consider. 

The possible economy in household 
labor and the conservation of the 
strength of the housewife are two 
important factors to be considered ei 
in the construct ion of a farm house 
Pleasant and comfortable farm 
homes hold families together: hut 
I the cheerless, unlovalile and Insani- 
tary houses drive boys and girls to 
• he cities. Investigation Of prisons, 
insane asylums and houses of cor- 
rection, seem to prove the fact thr.t 
•he sins which, account for the ex- 
istence of these institutions are of- 
ten bred In inadequate and unhnp- 
••> home*. So this social aspect of 
the problem Is considerable.
